worth three per cent more on the dollar 
where they now nre than they would lw 
in the melting |m>in nt our mints at tho 
ratio of 1C to I. and therefore they will 
not come to this country, for Coinage. 
The silver plate and ornament* and idol* 
in the old world are worth more than their 
weight in silver dollars, and they will 
net come here for coinage. There is no 
silver bullion on sale in the entire east¬ 
ern hemisphere. 

With free ailver coinage, the only ad¬ 
dition made to our stock of money would 
only bo the addition necessary to meet 
the increase in the population and busi¬ 
ness of the country. From 187s to 1898, 
a period of lifteen years, there was added 
iu silver to our volume of money in 
round uumUr* six hundred millions of 
dollars, nn increase of forty millions a 
year, and we have tho testimony of tho 
Hon. Thomas Brackett Reed, given dur¬ 
ing the discussion* of Hie lust campaign, 
that never wa* n country in u condition 
of greater or more solid prosperity than 
dnring those fifteen years. President Ben¬ 
jamin Harrison, in hi* message of Decem¬ 
ber, 1891. testified that the great upward 
tendency of trade with which the country 
was then being blessed, was due to the 
increased purchase* of diver under the 
Sherman act (4,000,000 „f minces every 
month), and nut to the McKinley tnrilt’ 
law. These are facts, and facts are stub- 
l»«rn things. To restore the good limes 
so glowingly described by R«cd and 
Harrison, we must restore the causes 
which, according to Mr. Harrison, pro¬ 
duced them. While forty millions a 
I year of silver money was being issued 
from our mints, did anybody ever heur 
about any trouble in maintniuing tho 
parity between tho coins of the two 
metals? 

There is no international money uud 
never wa*. Every nation makes its own 
coins. No other nation can fix the value 
of our coins for us any more than wo 
can fix the value of their coins for them. 
The laws of trade, we nre often told, can 
nut be changed by legislation. It ia fain 1 . 
Silver bullion was worth it* value in coin, 
because It was convertible into coin, 
during all our history as a nation up to 
I K7.'{. Now it i* worth less than 4.'> per 
cent of its weight la coin, because tins 
money lenders of the world corrupted 
the legislatures of tbs world and abol¬ 
ished the coinage of legal tender silver 
money. Silver bullion now sella at Aft 
cents nn ounce, instead of Jl.29, solely 
I amuse of this corrupt legislation. Such 
lias been the efiecl of legislation upon 
the laws of trade.
